For financial reasons very little repair work on 
schoolhouses has been done this year. Several things 
need to be done and should not be deferred any longer. 
Toilets suitable for school purposes should be provided 
at the Carr school, and at the True school additional 
windows should be placed in one side of the building 
to provide the necessary light. 

This winter, in the Elm, East, and Bridge schools, 
forty children are being provided with hot lunches at 
noon. These lunches are proving of great benefit to 
the health of the children. It would be very desirable 
if an oil stove could be furnished for each schoolhouse, 
as the ordinary school stove is not at all suitable for 
cooking purposes in the schoolroom.
